Goal is pact with Norton for mixed-waste recycling

Stall writer, a commitment from Granite City The city of 
Alton has already signed an agreement with 
the company. 

The facil would take at least two years to 
build and Granite City’s contract would begin 
as soon as the facility is up and running. 

In mixed waste recycling, residents do not 
separate recyclables from regular trash. 
Recyclable materials would be pulled from the 
waste stream at the proposéd Norton facility 

In the meantime, Granite City residents will 
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participate in a traditional curbside recycling 
program. Madison County ordinance requires 
all residents to participate in a recycling 
program by July 1. 

Granite City’s trash hauling contract with 
Waste Management expires Aug. 31. Dan 
Hannah of Waste Management said his 
company will charge the city $3.50 per house 
per month for recycling during the two-month 
period between July 1, the start of mandatory 





Granite City residents will utilize 
mixed-waste recycling in three years if all goes 
according to plan. 

On Tuesday, the City Council voted 12-1 to 
authorize Mayor Ron Selph to sign a 10-year 
agreement with Norton Environmental of 
Independence, Ohio, contingent upon the 
receipt by the city of acceptable waste hauling 
bids.

|Nine arrested in sting 


Nine men were arrested Friday night and Saturday morning 
|and charged with soliciting for prostitution as a result of a 
police sting operation in downtown Granite City. 

This operation was conducted in response to increased 
activity by street-walking prostitutes in the downtown area,” 
said Police Chief Dave Ruebhausen. ‘‘Some of them (the 
|prostitutes) we’ve arrested, some we’ve not.’’ 

A dozen officers volunteered for the undercover detail. A 
female officer, wired with a microphone, stood near the corner 
of 19th and State streets while the 11 other officers hid nearby. 
After men approached the female officer and offered her 
money in exchange for sex, the nearby officers closed in and 
arrested them. The conversations were recorded. 


Cooperation pledged 


The Tri-Cities Area United Way has reached an agreement 
with the United Way of Greater St. Louis to cooperate in 
fund-raising and other aspects of service.

Recycling will increase costs 


Granite City officials have less than two weeks to make 
some important de ions about how residents will recycle. 

And whatever decision they make, city residents will likely 
end up paying more for trash collection. 

Joe Parente, administrator of the Madison County Building, 

Zoning and Environmental department, told the city council’s 
Sanitation Committee last week that the county expects all 
residents to be recycling by July 1. 
Dan Hannah of Waste Management told the committee that 
recycling will cost residents $3.50 per household per month 
during July and August — unless the city agrees to a 
three-year contract extension with the company to continue to 
provide residential garbage collection service. If the city signs 
the three-year extension, recycling will cost $1.25 over and 
above the garbage collection charge. 












Asbestos case called important 


A Granite City attorney says last week’s refusal by the U.S. 
Supreme Court to hear an appeal of four Madison County jury 
verdicts in asbestosis cases totaling $10 million sends a 
message to companies about product liability and punitive 
damages. 

“TI think (the court’s refusal) is telling companies that 
thought BMW was the end of punitive damages that they were 
wrong,’’ said Mark Goldenberg, a partner in the law firm of 
Hopkins, Goldenberg and Bilbrey which represented the 
plaintiffs in the asbestosis cases. 








EPA: Lead study inconclusive 


The manager of the U.S. Environmental Protection Agen- 
s lead cleanup project in Granite City says a recent study of 
ontamination in the project area does not contain enough 
data to draw any conclusions about the effectiveness of the 
cleanup plan. 

But city officials say Brad Bradley, project manager, and 
other EPA officials are ignoring a serious health hazard in the 
community 
Bradley sent out a letter last week to Granite City area 
residents addressing the University of Cincinnati study of 
recontamination at 38 properties where EPA contractors had 
already ‘‘cleaned’’ lead-contaminated soil. 

The EPA found that more than half of the properties had 
higher levels of house dust lead than before the cleanup and 
that many of the yards had become recontaminated.

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Postal management assailed 


Letter carriers picket, protest new policies

When businesses and residents are 
unhappy with the U.S. Postal Service, 
they get angry at their letter carrier. 

That's why letter carriers across the 
country including members of National 
Association of Letter Carriers Branch 1132 
in Granite City and Madison — conducted 
an informational picket at 3,000 locations 
Wednesday. They say problems with mail 
delivery are the result of policies set by 
management — not by carrier 
incompetence. 





“It is not our goal to harm the postal 
service, but to improve it,”’ said Mike 
Elliff, president of Branch.1132—“‘You’re 
seeing the first leaks in the ship — late 
deliveries and missed deliveries.”’ 

Postal workers in Granite picketed at 
the main post office on Madison Avenue 
carrying signs stating ‘‘We deliver service 
if management will let us” and ‘‘At risk: 


distributing informational fliers. 
Basically, letter carriers take exception 
to three policies: hiring casual and 
temporary employees; inflexible policies 
with regard to implementing automation; 
and management’s-apparent attempt to 
privatize the service and make a profit 
“The only service we're getting is lip 
service,”’ Elliff said. “Businesses are 
getting their mail after noon when they’re 
used to getting it at 8 or 9 a.m. Residents 
are getting their mail at 5 p.m. or later.” 


Elliff said temporary employees are not 
trained properly and often thrown out on 
a route with no maps or instruction. 

On Tuesday, for example, a casual 
employee — one hired for 90 to 120 days 
— was given an unfamiliar route that 
included the downtown Granite City 
business district, the Charles Melvin 
Price U.S. Army Support Center and 
residences in Lincoln Place 

“It was 1 p.m. and he was just getting 
out. That should have gone out by 9 


thing we deal with every day.” Many of 
the delays are caused by rules regarding 
automated sorting systems, Elliff said. He 
said the machines — scheduled to be fully 
implemented by 1995 — are utilized 50 
percent on a good day, make many 
mistakes that must ‘be corrected and 
cause letter carriers to carry several 
bundles for each delivery location. 

“We aren’t opposed to automation. It’s 
needed,”’ Ellliff said. “‘But what’s 
happening is management — not local 
management but management in 
Washington, St. Louis and Chicago — 
won't allow the mail to be bundled 
together. We’re taking from the back and 
the front and this bundle and that bundle. 
It really slows down delivery once we hit 
the street.’’ 

So what can the public do? 

“In addition to the usual letter to your 
congressman, call your local postmaster 
and tell him you’re unhappy and you want 
him to make service a priority no matter 
what directives he gets from above,”

the comptroller’s office,” he said. ‘‘Nobody’s in charge down 
there.”” 

“Every week it’s somebody else that’s complaining about it,” 
he continued. ‘‘This lady comes to the window, she’s 81 years 
old, she shouldn’t have to take .... from anybody. They wouldn't 
give her help, they wouldn’t give her five minutes of their 
precious time.” 

Grzywacz and Robertson continued to argue until Mayor John 
Bellcoff told Grzywacz to address his comments to the council 

Alderman Eleanor Armour said she had also complained to 
Bellcoff about poor service previously, ‘and that Belleoff had 
said it would be dealt with. 

Discussion then turned back to the 81-year-old woman. 

Bellcoff said the woman had paid $150 in August 1995 and had 
made arrangement to pay the balance of $330. 

Alderman Alexis Lux then questioned why the service was not 
turned off if the woman wasn’t paying for it. 

Bellcoff asked if she would vote to cut the service for nonpay- 
ment, and Lux said she would and motioned to do so. 

“I don’t think it’s fair that she get the same service that I 
have to pay for,’’ Lux said 

That motion was later withdrawn after the council agreed to 
look into the issue. 

The council then heard from Dan Goss, who lives in the 900 
block of Grand Avenue. 

He said he purchased his home in November 1994 and had 
received bills for overdue trash service from the Previous own- 
er 

Goss complained that city workers would not help him and 
treated him poorly. 

He added that the situation was eventually dealt with by City 
Attorney Casper Nighohos nm, who said the matter should have 
been handled without his intervention. 

The matter was referred to the council’s Personnel Committee 
at the request of Committee Chairman Norris Horton. 

The council also directed Nighohossian to study a proposed 
Pontoon Beach ordinance detailing duties for the comptroller 
and went into executive session to discuss personnel. 

After the meeting, Horton said there are valid complaints. 

“We have a management problem, and we have a problem of 
public relations between the staff and some of the citizens,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Some of those Copplatnts: are valid.’’ 

He said part of the problem is a lack of clear lines of authori- 
ty and structure in the office. 

“‘We have new procedures, a lot of new ordinantes, new state 
rules and federal guidelines,’ he said. ‘“The staff needs to be 
kept up to date and that hasn’t been happening.”’ 

He also acknowledged that some of the complaints are proba- 
bly politically motivated. 

Comptroller Jeanne Weidner is the wife of City Clerk William 
Weidner, who is a mayoral candidate. 

“‘Hopefully that won’t be the overriding issue,’’ Horton said. 
“The issue is to serve the taxpayers as best we can.” 

Robertson and Jeanne Weidner declined comment on Wednes- 
day.

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Madison OKs account 
for raceway TIF funds

An ordinance establishing an escrow account 
for funds in the city of Madison’s tax 
increment financing district was approved at 
Tuesday’s City Council meeting. 

The account will be set up for TIF funds 
designated to Gateway International Raceway 
The raceway is undergoing a $25 million 
improvement and renovation project, which 
and is the priamry focus of development in the 
TIF district. 

Much of the cost of the development is being 

aid by $21.5 million in state-backed revenue 
nds. 


The council met in executive session Tuesday ! 


with Mary Kane of Stifel, Nicolaus & Co. — a 
Belleville investment firm working with the 
raceway to finance development of the course 
— before approving the ordinance 

In tax increment financing, the amount of 
property tax revenue in the district going to 
taxing bodies is frozen. Any increase in tax 
revenue goes into a fund that can be used only 
in the TIF district 

The district can last up to a maximum of 23 
years. 

Under a redevelopment agreement signed in 
February, 70 percent of the funds generated in 
the TIF — up to a maximum of $12 million — 
will go to a fund to offset development costs 
for Gateway International Raceway over a 
20-year period. 

The remaining 30 percent goes to the city to 
be used within the district. 

The medeveibpineal agreement specifies that 
all funds would go through the city, which 
would reimburse the raceway for allowable 
expenses, which are set by state statute. 

Under the escrow agreement, the 70 percent 
for the raceway will go directly from St. Clair 
County, which collects property taxes, to an 
account at Magna Bank of Belleville, which 
will act as the escrow agent. 

The money would be transferred to the 
raceway after approval by the city 

City attorney Casper Nighohossian said the

two main points worked out are that any 
interest accruing in the escrow account would 
be counted toward the 70 percent or $12 million 
cap, and the escrow agreement will end when 
those caps are reached or an event such as 
bankruptcy occurs. 


The first phase of the expansion is a new 
4,000-foot drag strip and a 15,000-seat 
permanent grandstand. 

Construction on the drag strip started in late 
April, but has been delayed because of rainy 
weather. 


The second phase, slated to begin as soon as

That’s because the poll was 
commissioned by a new 
Sunday newspaper, The 
American, to be circulated in 
those countries for the 
edification of Americans 
abroad.

“The new facility was planned, financed and constructed with 
the leadership and foresight of Supervisor Hagnauer,”’ the reso- 
lution states. 

On May 21, the Granite City School Board voted unanimously 
to name the high school athletic complex after Hagnauer, who 
was an outstanding athlete at Granite City High School and was 
later a strong supporter of youth athletic programs. 

“The school district and community has truly lost a friend and 
father figure,’’ said School Superintendent Steve Balen. ‘‘He will 
be missed very much and it is very appropriate that we name 
the high school athletic fields — the very fields he participated 
on — in his honor.’’

“You're still going to have a garbage can and you're still 
going to have garbage collection,” she said. Items that aren’t 
accepted for recycling go in the garbage can. 

“If in doubt, throw it out,’”” said McClearey, the county's solid 
waster coordinator. 

The countywide curbside recycling program, the first in the 
St. Louis area and the only such program in Illinois outside the 
Chicago area, begins July 1 in the county. 

More than 60,000 blue recycling bims have been or will. be 
delivered to households by the end of this month. Distribution 
varies by locality, with municipalities, townships, haulers and 
volunteers sharing the delivery work. 

The program is part of the county’s effort to comply with a 
state mandate for recycling of 25 percent of solid waste by July 
1 


“It really is as easy as 1-2-3,’ McClearey said, echoing the 
ame of the brochure being mailed to 80,000 households in the 
county. 

Many types of paper and most Fass, metal and plastic con- 
tainers can be recycled and should be placed in the blue bins. 
Officials suggest placing containers on the bottom and paper on 
top. Paper may be placed in paper grocery bags and put in or 
near the bin. 

People who have more recyclables than an 18-gallon bin will 
Hoke a use paper bags or cardboard boxes placed next to bins, 
she said. 

McClearey said pickup days should remain the same unless 
residents are told otherwise by haulers. 

A county ordinance adopted in 1994 requires that residents, 
beginning July 1, separate recyclable items and place them in 
containers designed for recycling: 

The law applies to all single-family households unless the 
municipality or township has signed agreements with the county 
to assume responsibility for meeting the 25 percent recycling 
goal. No such agreements have been signed. 

Joe Parente, the county’s building, zoning and environmental 
administrator, said curbside recycling has been highly effective 
in several Illinois cities, including Normal, with a 70 percent 
recycling rate; Wheaton, 47 percent; Mount Prospect, 38 per- 
cent; Schaumburg, 37 percent; and Aurora, 29 percent. 

Several Madison County communities, including Edwardsville, 
Glen Carbon and Collinsville, have had curbside recycling pro- 
grams for several years

be liable for the negligent, willful, mal 
or criminal acts of its employees 
acts are committed in the course o 
ment and in furtherance of the busi 
employer. The employer is not liable to 
jured person where the acts complain 
were done solely for the benefit 
employee.
